The Washington County Sher: 
iff’s Department was called to 
the scene at 12 a.m. after a 
passerby who discovered the 
wreck called 911. State Police 
investigators processed the 
accident scene; their investiga- 
tion is ongoing. 

Excessive speed was appar- 
ently a critical factor in the 
crash. 

Deering was wearing his 
seat belt and his driver’s side 
air bag deployed, but the mea- 
sures did not prevent him from 
being killed on impact. He was 
pronounced dead at the scene 

A State Police spokesman 
said Thursday that preliminary 
evidence did not suggest alco- 
hol played a role in the fatali- 
ty. Authorities said alcohol use 
could not be ruled out until a 
full coroner’s inquest is com- 
pleted, probably early this 
week

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IHSA may set 
minimum GPA 


If I heard correctly, the Chi- 
cago Public School Board 
announced last spring that 
grade school students in that 
city will have to pass classes 
in order to be promoted. 
"How naive aml? I thought 
that was the case everywhere. 
Yet, that decision might well 
be related to a bill introduced 
in the Illinois General Assem- 
bly (by Rep. Verna Clayton, 
R-Buffalo Grove) forcing the 
Tilinois High School Association 
to institute a minimum grade 

int average for student-ath- 
etes. 

And, that bill just might 
have resulted from employers 
tired of dealing with inept indi- 
viduals in a work force where 
a high school diploma just 
might not mean what it repre- 
sents. 

For student-athletes, I’ve 
always considered the IHSA 
minimum for eligibility nearly 
laughable. For instance, as it 
now stands, a student can con- 
tinue to compete even if 
he/she were carrying Ds in 
four courses and flunking two 
others. 

According to Sen. Martin 
Butler (R-Park Ridge), IHSA 
Executive Secretary H. David 
Fry has assured him that the 
association will act on its own, 
preferring to tighten its own 
rules rather than have its 
hands tied by state law. 

Said Fry: ‘I intend to work 
to get an amendment proposal 
to try to enhance academic 
standards.”” 

‘Thus, state athletic directors 
and principals can expect to 
hear from Fry later this sum- 
mer and vote on whether to 
establish a minimum cumula- 
tive grade point average for 
athletes. 

Student-athletes, especially 
those in the Chicago area, can 
rest easy if they currently are 
carrying less an a 2.0 gpa 
(commonly accepted as a C) 
since the proposal could not 
take effect until after the 1998 
school year. 

Yet, that does not mean that 
students, parents, teachers, 
and administrators should not 
keep a wary eye on a school’s 
standards. 

“The problem at schools in 
our state and in the nation is 
that a 2.0 is not the same at 
all schools,’’ warned O’Fallon 
High School principal Dennis 
Grimmer. 

Grimmer then referred to 
some courses at O’Fallon that 
are worth less than a full cred- 
it — including physical educa- 
tion and pom m, which are 
worth one-eighth — and band, 
chorus, driver education and 
computer orientation, which 
are worth one-fourth. 

“There are some schools in 
the area that count PE as one- 
half credit and band as a full 
credit,’ said Grimmer, who 
noted that O’Fallon students 
are urged to take more classes 
to stay above the minimum of 
passing just four courses. 

“Much depends on what the 
minimum will be,’? Grimmer 
said of Fry’s proposal. ‘‘What- 


--ever he sets, we feel we are 


still above.’’ 

With an average ACT score 
of 23.4 — well above the state 
composite of 21.2 and national 
average of 20.9 — O’Fallon 
easily supports Grimmer’s 
statement, but I cannot help 
but wonder how many other 
schools simply adhere to the 
current IHSA minimum. 

Four Ds, two Fs. That’s 
amazingly low to maintain ath- 
letic eligibility.

BOLTON LANDING, N.¥. — Winding through 
the Adirondack Mountains alongside Lake George, 
Ss 1998 Navigator was as quiet as a Town 

‘ar. 

A whisper-quiet ride is one of the requirements 
for competing in the luxury sport-utility segment, 
and with the Navigator, its first-ever 5 -utility 
vehicle (SUV), Lincoln has met the challenge with 
room to spare. 

Based on Ford’s hot-selling Expedition, Naviga- 
tor is to go on sale July 1 with a base price of 
$39,950 for two-wheel drive and $43,300 for four- 
wheel drive 

‘This is the first vehicle to have “‘depowered” 
second-generation air pags to reduce the risk to 
occupants. Only a handful of options are available, 
and fully loaded it shouldn’t cost more than 
$46,000. That may seem like a lot, but other com 
petitors in this class, such as the Lexus LX 450 
and Range Rover, cost considerably more. 

Why did Lincoln choose to deviate from its tradi- 
tional role and develop an SUV of its own? Last 
year, more than 2.3 million SUVs — or more than 
one out of every six vehicles — were sold 

Navigator went from concept to production in 23 
months, extraordinarily quick in the automotive 
business. And even thou 84 percent of its parts 
are shared with the Expedition, every body panel 
except the roof is new or modified. Consequently, 
Navigator has its own distinct identity, established 
primarily by a huge chrome grill, sloping hood 
and complex reflector headlights. 

The front bumper has been replaced by a soft- 
looking fascia with fog lights and integrated tow 
hooks. Large lighted running boards dominate the 
side, and around back the tailgate has large, two- 
piece tail lights and a chrome-trimmed license 
plate holder. 

Inside, the luxurious interior is dominated by 
America’s only wood and leather steering wheel, 
just like a Jaguar. The feel of the ‘wood wheel is 
one of the most pleasant tactile experiences of 
driving the Navigator. Other bits of real wood 
highlight the cabin and impart a sense of warmth 
to the yards of glove-soft leather. All pretty stan- 
dard luxury-car cues, but carried off nicely none- 
theless. 

Another area where the Navigator charts new 
territory is its quad-bucket seat arrangement. The 
back seats are wide, soft buckets just like the 
front, and they are separated by the industry's 
first ‘rear-seat console. This gigantic console has 
two cup holders on the outside and room inside for 
a sm cooler or camera case. Unfortunately, the 
bucket seats do not fold forward, which limits 
hauling capacity. All Navigators come with folding 
third-row seats, but the third seat has to be 
removed in order to accommodate much luggage. 

m in the back seat is more than generous, 
and the four bucket seats and center console cre- 
ate a mobile family room atmosphere.

seating for eight, a folding second-row bench seat 
is a no-cost option to replace the buckets. 

Power comes from Ford’s 5.4liter, single-over- 
head-cam (SOHC) V-8 engine. Even though it has 
230 horsepower, I found it felt a little short of 
breath on some of the long, steep grades around 
Lake Placid. The Navigator weighs nearly three 
tons, so it is not surprising it felt a bit shy of 
power in some instances. Lincoln officials hint that 
more power may be in the offing in coming years 

We spent most of our time driving the four- 
wheel-drive model, which will likely be the most 
popular model. It uses Ford’s excellent Control- 
Trac system that allows the driver to select stan- 
dard two-wheel drive, automatic all-wheel drive or 
low-range, four-wheel drive. Left in the automatic 
mode, it sends the majority of the power to the 
rear wheels when the road is dry. When wheel-spin 


occurs, it seamlessly transfers power to the front 
as conditions require.

Over a modest off-road course that was not 
much worse than a rutted gravel road, the ride 
was outstanding. This kind of road is typical of 
how Navigators will be used, because most owners 
won’t want to scratch and bang their $43,000 vehi- 
cles around in the outback 


In order to create the plush ride of a luxury car, 
engineers carried over the Expedition’s excellent 
load-leveling air suspension. This system lowers 
the vehicle one inch when the key is turned off to 
enhance ease of entry. In four-wheel drive, at 
speeds of less than 25 mph, it raises the vehicle 
one inch for added off-roa’ round clearance. 

A standard Class III tow hitch is integrated into 
the rear bumper and has a maximum trailer 
weight of 8,000 pounds. Even for folks who do not 
want to tow a trailer, the built-in hitch is a conve- 
‘nient place to attach a bike rack 


Based on our one-day drive, the Navigator com- 
bines a civilized ride, lots of luxury and a face 
that is memorable. We will do a longer test drive 
of a production vehicle in the near future. 

The base price of a four-wheel-drive Navigator 
is $43,300. The vehicles we drove were pre-produc- 
tion models without a specific price sticker.

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Antifreeze solution 
deadly to pets

Hundreds of millions of gallons of automotive 
antifreeze are used in the U.S. each year, 
some of it finds its way onto garage floors and into} 
driveway puddles. 

Antifreeze solution unfortunately has a sweet 
taste animals find attractive. As a result, more 
than 90,000 pets are fatally poisoned by drinking 
automotive antifreeze solvents each year, a - 
ing to the American Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals. 

‘Most antifreezes contain ethylene glycol, which! 
does a great job of keeping the fluid in radiators 
from freezing or boiling as easily as plair. water 
But when swallowed, it can cause permanent 
kidney damage and often death. Just one teaspoon 
can kill a cat and two ounces may be enough to kill 
a dog 

Those volumes easily can spill from a car in hot 
weather, when weak hose clamps or leaky over 
flow tanks allow hot coolant to leave the car’s 
cooling system and drip to the ground 

The symptoms of antifreeze poisoning include a 
loss of appetite, an unquenchable thirst and a 
stumbling walk, according to the ASPCA. 

By the time a pet owner notices the symptoms it 
often is too late for the animal to be saved. 

But if there is reason to suspect an animal has' 
swallowed antifreeze, the animal should be taken’ 
to a veterinarian immediately, If treated soon 
enough, a veterinarian may be able to save the 
animal by administering medications that alter 
the digestion of the ethylene glycol and prevent the 
kidney injury 

The treatment must be obtained within four 
hours after the antifreeze is ingested 

To prevent antifreeze poisonings, ASPCA makes 
several recommendations 

Antifreeze and other dangerous chemicals 
should be stored in clearly labeled containers kept 
out of the reach of pets and children. 

The cooling systems on cars and trucks should 
be monitored closely, especially in hot weather, to 
make sure the cooling system is not leaking or 
overflowing. If there are leaks, the condition 
should be corrected immediately. 

If antifreeze is spilled by a leaking cooling 
system or during a cooling system flush and refill, 
the spilled coolant should immediately be cleaned 
up or thoroughly diluted and rinsed away with a 
garden hose 

‘There are alternatives to antifreezes with ethyl- 
ene glycol. There are a number of new coolants 


made of propylene glycol which is safer than the 
previous types.

Rules for flag display 
stress Custom, dignity 


Here are the rules for proper display and use of the 
American flag, as established by generally accepted custom 
and by Public Law 94-344, approved by Congress and signed 
by ‘the president of the United States 

oe vlt is the universal custom to display the flag only from 
sunrise to sunset on buildings and on stationary flagstaffs in 
the open. However, when a patriotic effect is desired, the flag 
maybe displayed 34 hours a day if properly illuminated 
during the hours of darknes 
The flag should be hois 
ceremoniously 

The flag should not be displayed on days when the 
weather is inclement, except when an all-weather flag is 
displayed 

P The flag should be displayed on all special days 

~ The flag should be displayed dailyson or near the main 
administration building of every public institution 

~ The flag should be displayed in or near every polling 
place on election days. 

. The flag should be displayed during school days in or 
near every schoolhouse 

oe When the flag is displayed from a staff projecting from a 
window sill, balcony or building front, the union of the flag 
Should always be at the peak of the staff unless the flag is at 
half-staff. 

‘When suspended over a sidewalk from a rope between a 
pbuilding and a pole at the edge of the sidewalk, the flag 
should be hoisted out from the building union first 

~ When displayed over the middle of the street, the 
American flag should be suspended vertically with the union 
to the north in an east-west street, or to the east in a 
north-south street 

When carried in a parade front with other flags, the 
American flag should always be to the marching right of the 
other flags, or to the front and center of the flag line 

~ When displayed on a float in a parade, the American flag 
should be mounted on a staff or, if displayed flat, it should be 
so suspended that its folds fall free, as though the flag were 
staffed. 

’ The flag should not be draped over the hood, top, sides or 
back of a vehicle or of a railroad train or a boat When the 
flag is displayed on a motor car, the staff should be fixed 
firmly to the chassis, or clamped to the right fendcr. 

The flag should never be carried flat or horizontally, but 
always aloft and free : 

During the ceremony of hoisting"or lowering the flag, or 
when the flag is passing in a parade or in review, all people 
present except those in uniform should face the flag and stand 
Pt attention with the right hand over the heart. Those present 
in uniform should render the military salute When not in 
uniform, men should remove their headdress with their right 
hand and hold it at the left shoulder, the hand being over the 
heart 

‘Aliens should stand at attention. The salute to the flag in 
moving column should be rendered at the moment the flag 
passes 

~ During the rendition of the national anthem when the
